Ten minutes after the final curtain fell 
on -the opening night I knew that. con- 
viction had not carried, and by noon the 
next day I had “detefimined on a change 
which I felt would supply the missing 
quality. This change involved. only a 
few lines of script and no alteration in 
the -vislal action of the final minutes 
of the play. At this point I think it 


fs only fair to state that no’ pressure 


Was brought to bear by the producers 
to contrive a “‘ happy ending,” and‘ that 
a “happy ending” was not’ what I was 
trying to attaifi.

RECALLS BUCKET AND CABLE 





| First Haviser Across the. Gorge 


Kite String —Building of Fourteen Bridges a Romance of 
Engineering for Three-Quarters of a-Centary. 


NOTHER new steel arch bridge is 
to be built across the Niagara 
_ wotge to connect .Canada’ with 

/ the United States. It will be the 

hird bridge of that type erected 
at cae but the fourteénth bridge to 
span the river at that point.)..It will be 
for railway. purpdéses only, and more 
massive: in construction than either of 
the two steel arches now standing. 

Ground has ‘been broken... On both 

es of the river men are at work 
tripping away the river. bank and the 
face of the’ cliffs préliminaty to the 
building of abutments on which the legs 
of, the arch will: rest. The abutments 
will be-four in number,-~two on each 
side of the river, built of concrete and 
faced with rock. Into these- will be 
sunk the rods and plates to be used,as 
anchorages, ‘and ‘great holes also will be 
sunk ‘in the sides. of — cliff me: other 
anchorages? 

Much excavation is necessary: to clear 
the site, and on the New York bank 
ofthe river & great, steam shovel has 
been lowered over the ‘cliff to* bite away, 
the rock and dirt, undisturbed for céen- 
turies, ever since the . Horseshge Fall 
went by as it plowed through the ,5orge 
from. the high ‘escarpment at Lewiston 
to the point where it now affords a 
acenic spectacle of falling. waters unri- 
valed in the world. 

Bach _ bite this steam shovel. is 
dropped into a chute, which spills the 
dirt and rock into the river right at thé 
beginning of the Whirlpool Rapids and 
far. outside the tracks of the Niagara 
Gorgé Railroad;.over which a protecting 
shed had been erected of huge timbers 
so that no harm may come to the thou- 
sands who’ patronize the scenic’ route. 
The dumping of this rock’on both sides 
of the river will have the effect. of nar- 
ro the channel at. a point where it 
is*none too wide to carry away _all the 
water that plunges over the Falls, as 


well as that diverted for power purposes 


‘and ‘returned. to the stream in the gorge 
near the Falls. Out in front of the spot 
where the bridge work’ is going on the 
river is orfly eighty-five feet deep, and 
rushes by at twenty-thre miles an hour 
as it swings the flood of the torrent into 
the whirlpool rapids. ~ 

This new bridge is to have a span of 
640 feet in its main arch, compared with 
550 -feet of the present railway ‘arch 
and 840 feet of the arch two mileg ‘up 
the river) close by the Falls. “ At eacli 
end .of the main arch there will be a 
truss span of 100 feet; extending to the 
high bank.

JOKE ON AMERICAN DOLLAR 





When the Ruble Stopped Falling, 


Prices ‘Kept on Climbing, to the 


Consternation of Americans in Moscow—Russians

\ 
OVIET rubles have been the source 


of much amusement.to Americans 
in Russia and have been the butt 


of many jokes on account of their 
Nolatile fluctuation in value when 
placed beside the dollar. But the 
recent turn of affairs in the hectic career 
of the ruble has put the shoe on the} 
other foot and the much maligned cur- 
rency is chuckling up its sleeve at: the 
discomfiture the halt in its downward 
march has caused our citizens of the 
U. 8S: A. 

The 1,000,000-ruble note, which answers 
to-the namie of “ limon,”’ or lemon, be- 

use of a delicate sense of humor on 
the part of the moujik d because of 
the similarity between the Russian pro- 
nunciation of the ‘words.-‘‘lenion”’ and 
“* million,’’ -is -worth 30 cents. at the 
present writing. About 36,000 rubles are 
required to purchase one American cent. 
Stated de¢imally, the’ relation of. the 
ruble to the dcllar is .00000027 plus. To 
reduce the fraction to comprehensible 
terms a good.old United States Treasury. 
one-dollar’ note in Russia today ‘will: 
bring the holder 3,600,000 Soviet mark- 
ers. 

But then who wants so many millions! ! 
Tomorrow they may not even have the 
purchasing power of an Esthonian kopec. 
In the social. scale of Baltic State. me- 
diums of exchange the Esthonian kopec 
is about three grades lower than the 
Finnish mark, which is deplorably low. 
If life is uncertain in Russia and her 
environs, the money market is more so. 
At least, this is the opinion held by the 
little group of Americans -comprising 
the American Relief Administration 
force in the Soviet capital. 

There was a time in Moscow, not so 
long ago. that the ericans have for- 
gotten it, when 100,000 rubles repre- 
sented a sum sufficient to buy a few 
loaves of bread or a ham sandwich in a 
good restaurant. In fact, before the 
revolution, 100,000 rubles of the Czarist 
régime would bring the owner $3,000 
annually if conservatively invested: But 
in- the early days of American relief the 
ruble, if it had strayed from its,prewar 
capitalistic status, at least had done no 
Worse than its Hastern European con- 
temporary—the Austrian kronen. 

Five hundred thousand rubles were 
more than sufficient to buy a dinner in 
any first-class establishment, and cab 
drivers, izvostchicks they are called, 
were content with a paltry 50,000 for a 
drive down the Sadovaya. One could 
even get a six-seated box at the opera 
for a 1,000,000, and a tip to one’s train 
porter at the end of a three-day trip 
consisted,of food remnants and a couple 
of hundred thousand. 

But now the erstwhile reasonable iz- 
vostchick is a’ demon no less avaricious 
than other Continental cab drivers.; He 
demands from 3,000,000 to 5,000,000 for 
a ride, depending on the distance and the 
quality of the American’s boots. The ap- 


free manner of chucking rubles about, 
has had the usual effecton the high 
cost of living. As there is\no meter on 
the droshky, the crafty New Yorker 
will make a dicker with his driver in 
advance. This dicker is usually con- 
ducted in the sign language, one finger 
representing 1,000,000; two fingers indi- 
cating two, “‘ lemons,’’ and so forth. In 
consequence the driver begins at a price 
more than twice as much as he expects 
to get and about three times as much 
as he would get from a Russian. 

Restauranf waiters now have the grace 
to blush when: presenting their checks. 
A meal for-less than 20,000,000 or 30,000,- 
000 is a rarity. A: steak alone .com- 
mands 4,000;000° or 5,000,000, sometimes 
more, . 

The last, rumor had it that Chaliapin 
- received 000,000,000 rubles. for each 
performance. After paying 60,000,000 
for four seats in a small box to hear 
him sing, I'am inclined to believe it. 
The worst of it was he_was. too fll. to 
appear on this octasion, and the box 
office ‘refunded only 40,000,000. The dif-- 
ference accounted for the speculator’s 
profit.

There 
is a closed season on. these birds -which 
is strictly adhered to, not only by the 
residents of the post, but by the native 
Eskimos as well.

A glance over the field of child labor 
shows the. hazards: that iftdustry ‘holds 
for the child. In New York State there 
are, according to the 1920 Census, 49/500 
child’ wage earners. Two. thousand of 
these in employments’ alotie covered by 
the Compensation act ‘were injured Pear 
before’ last. 

The recent exposure .of child- labor; ex- 
ploitation in New Jersey revealed work- 
ing conditions that rob the child laborer 
of health, education and ‘play and en- 
danger the public: health-as well. A 
girl of 13, waiting to be admitted to a 
tuberculosis. hospital ‘that “had already 
received two. of her sisters, was found 
working early and late at the beading 
of dresses. -In another-tenement flat a 
frail girl of 10, also tubercular, wag sew- 
ing ‘on rompers for talking dolls. Her 
throat glatids were swollen and granu- 
tated, and’ she had recently. been oper- 
ated ‘upon to remove a needle she had 
swallowed while at work. 

Th one flat of three small ’rooms and 
& kitchen fi Jersey City lived a family 
of mother, father and seven children: 
There wére also four boardérs, two cats 
and twelve ’chicketis in the flat. The 
sanitary conditions of the place were’un- 
gpeakdble. During* the’ months of thé 
P Summer, when the children of 
this family have’ not been compelled ‘to 
atterid ‘schéol, they have been made to 
sit all “day fastening pieces. of tin’ “in 
cheap toys destined for the play of hiap- 
pier boys and’ girls. ‘The children who 
were thus émployed weré undérnourished 
and predisposed to tuberculosis, four in 
the faniily” having died before the age 
of” 4° years, * The: combined earnings of 
the éhildren augmented their “ Serene 
income ‘by about $6° ax week. 

Such conditions as these seem extreme, 
yet they fare typical of those under 
which: tiHousands. of child toilers are 
now doing factory work at homie in the 
tenements’ of the large American: cities. 

The pay for which these small laborers 
exchange the play and schooling: priv- 
ileges of: thildhood amounts to. 4; 
5, -or,: rarély,..10 cents an’ hour after 
the’ child thas ,-become expert.;. Most of 
these children -are engaged in. carding 
shaps, cheap. jewelry. and shee buttons, 
beading dresses, making doll clothes, 
toys; and artificial: flowers, linking and 
wiring rosary beads, - finishing under- 
wear and stringing tags.

A>Preud Achievement. 


It was the United States that gave 
aviation to the world, and while it is 
far behind some of the other powers in 
number and variety of airplanes in its 
possession, the accomplishments of its 
engineers. as well as its manufacturers, 
and certainly the performances of its 
pilots ‘and mechanics, still point the 
way for others to follow. Many of the 
European experts insisted that the Post 
Office Department’s experiment must re- 
sult in failure, inasmuch as they did 
not regard the plan as,practicable. Cer- 
tainly, so far as the night flying feature 
of the recent test-is concerned, it was 
a-most conspicuous success, for a record 
of 100 per cent. was made. 

Another point that must be clearly 
understood is that before any really 
permanently successful aeronautical en- 
terprise can be conducted by the Post 
Office, or by any commercial organiza- 
tion, there must “be national legislation 
governing the conditions under which 
planes may be flowfi, the quality and 
character of the machines, and the quali- 
fications of pilots. 

All these thi are not only desirable; 
they are absolutely essential. Most of 
thé fatal or distressing accidents which 
are so regularly recorded in the public 
press are due to the fact that Insecure 
or worn-out machines are taken up by 
flyers who are not qualified, and to 
whom it is an outrage that other buman 
lives should be entrusted. 

It should always ‘be borne in mind 
that travel by airplane is extra-hazard- 
ous. When a machine falls in the air 
a pilot is absolutely without a chance. 
There should be provision for the inspec- 
tion of ships,- and the provision should 
be most rigidly enforced. No railroad 
will peFmit an engineer to take out an 
imperfect locomotive, but there is no one 
to pass judgment on the safety of the 
vastly more -intricate and fragile. air-

ANKS to the use. of -airplanes 

and special cameras, the Swiss 

commission of experts charged with 
fixing the: long-disputed botthdary pbe- 
tween Colombia and Veneauela is tow 
supplied with photographs covéring 
about 2,500,000 acres of the wildest part: 
of the térritory involved: and shotild have 
no difficulty in submitting its report to 
the Swiss. Government by Dec, 91, 1924, 
as planned under the arbitration agree- 
ment. In a réport of the aerial survey, 
made with the, co-operation of the Co- 
lombian German <Aefial Transportation 
Company, the mission entrusted with the 
task says: 

‘' The base of operations was the Vene- 
guélan -port of Encontrados, above the 
Catatumbo River. After the’ ngcessary 
technical arrangements had been made 
in Cacuta with the: Swiss cotimission of 
experts, the flights over the disputed 
fégion wete begun on May 26. They

Two years ago when I was in’ Berlin I 
found the germ of the idea in use by 
taxi-drivers. ‘On my first taxi trip I was 
amazed to find thaty atcording to the 
taximeter I owed only 5 marks, but on 
‘attempting.to pay this I was in- 
formed that the meter was made before 
the war and I,was expected'to multiply 
by twenty-five. 


The reali price paid is the product of 
the list price by the multiplicator. This 
principle appltes universally, in America. 
as well as Germany. Every price paid is 
the product of an ideal price by an index 
number; that {s, it is partly a matter of 
supply and demand affecting the, indi- 
vidual price and partly a matter of in- 
flation or deflation of money and credit 
affecting the price level. 


‘The price level, or. multiplicator, is 
not merely the resultant of supply and 
demand, in the ordinary sense, some- 
thing determined by individual: prices: 
On the contrary. each individual price 
presupposes a price level; for when 
suppliers and demanders ask’ or bid in 
terms of money they are asking of bid- 
ding purchasing power. Could anyone 
preténd that the supply and demand of 
sugar or ahy other individual commodity 
in, Germany today goes on irrespective 
of what the mark. is worth?

It 
forced farmers into bankruptcy and pro- 
duced the farm bloé and the farmer 
radicalism which recent elections have 
revealed, Incidentally it threw Harding 
dut of his job as Governor of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board because of the rage. 
of the deflated farmers (whose mort- 
gages did not deflate) and threatened— 
in fact, still threatenis—to upset the Fed= 
eral Reserve System ‘itself. And, with 
a curious frony, it thréatens us today’ 
with the vicious pdlity of fixing the 
price of wheat! | ; 

By trying to wash their ‘hands of the 
price level lest. they should be: accused 
of usurping and misusing banking pow- 
‘ers, the. bankers, from Harding down, 
thus brought -upon their luckless heads 
that very accusation. Had they taken 
the view of Keynes, Vernon, ‘D’Abernon, 
McKenna, 
and tried to avoid deflation as earfiestly - 
ey tried to stop inflatidn, they 
would have saved the country and them- 
selves’ a vast deal of trouble. - 

We. now have before;< Congress the 
Goldsborough bill to stabilize the dollar 
according to a plan proposed by me, 
while the National Monetary Association 
of bankers and economists is studying 
not only this but nearly a dozen other 
plans. 

Whatever plan is ultimately ledewtee, 
its success will require the ©o-operation 
of the banks.

The Czechoslovak market, for motor 
trucks contains little encow ent. at 
present.for Américan exporters, accord- 
ing to ‘advices received by the’ Depart- 
ment of. Commerce, Motor trucks and 
automobiles are subject at present to a 
65 per cent. duty levied on an arbitrary 
gum determined by the local custom 4u- 
thorities;~ which . is’ éupposed to repre- 
sent the retail value of truck laid 
down at.the Czechoslovak frontier, i, ¢., 
the retail selling price in the United 
States plus all costs of transportation to 
the borders of Czechoslovakia, including 
insurance, &c.
